Kentucky Doctora Must Begiiter. 

Th,j Me lical Practice Act will go into 
cffecton the first day of April of thia year, 
and after that date no one can practice 
medicine in the State unless he has a 
diploma from a reputable medical colle^'e 
indorsed by the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, and reglatered in the 
oflice of the Conntv VMrk ; or in detattit 
of this, he must have lieen reputably and 
continuously engaged in the practice of 
iiiedii'ine for twenty-fuur ycanpreoedlng 
the passage of the law. 

The penalty for violating thU law is 
severe, and as one-third of the lines go to 
the proaei;uting attorney, lie will be rigid 
in compelling the docto n to comply with 
ita proviaiona.— Courier-Jouraai.
